which to roll the food that is to be fried 
in deep lard. If these directions are fol- 
lowed, the result will never bo satisfac- 
tory. Cracker crumbs soak in the fat and. 
should only be used for any dish to be set 
in the oven—as escalloped oysters or pota- 
toes au gratin. For deep lard cooking 
only breadcrumbs should be employed. 1C 
oysters are first rolled in the fine bread, 
crumbs, then in egg beaten up with one> 
tablespoonful of water, ft seasoning of 
salt, cayenne pepper and a dash of Worces- 
tershire sauce, then again and carefully 
rolled in the crumbs until completely cov- 
ered and finally immersed in the smoking 
fat—have plenty of that—they will be 
found to look and taste exactly like those 
served at the best restaurants. Any one 
who is familiar with the sticky half 
burned, half raw fried oyster usual to the 
private house should try this recipe, fol- 
lowing its directions implicitly and be 
thankful for it—New York Post.

One English F&iuily Has M»de Them For 


About Three Hundred Yearn. 


It is difficult to state with any degree of 


accuracy whun tobaooo was first introduced 
into Europe, but it is generally beli&ved 
that Sir Walter Baleigh took it to England 
toward the end of the sixteenth century. 
With tho introduction of tobacco came the 
need of tobacco pipes, ns before tobacco 
smoking began tho smoking of herbs and 
leaves, even for inodicinal purposes, was 
not at all general. It is stated that at 
Brascloy, in Shropshire, the first clay pipes 
were made, and, although many arc mode 
in Glasgow and elsewhere, the Braseley 
olay pipes are the best known among old 
smokers the world over, and their manu- 
facture is still continued by descendants 
of tho original makers. 


Tho clay for making the pipes is and 


always has been obtained from Devon and 
Cornwall, tho absence of coal in these dis- 
tricts and tho abundance of it in Braseley 
having offered sufficient inducement to 
tho early manufacturers to settle there. 
Pipomaking in the early days of its intro- 
duction was a very different matter from 
what it is now. Then tho greater part of 
tho manipulation was performed by the 
master, and 20 or 24 gross were the largest 
quantity ever burned in one kiln. This 
required about a ton of conl. Each pipe 
rosted on its bowl, and the stem was sup- 
ported by rings of pipeclay placed one 
upon the other as the kiln became filled. 
The result was that at least 20 per cent 
wcro warped or broken in tho kiln. 


At the present time tho preliminary 


preparations of tho clay are inado by men, 
but tho most delicate part is almost en- 
tirely intrusted to the bands of women. 
Tho pipes arc placed in "naggers" to bo 
burned after tho Dutch mode, and from 
350 to 400 gross in ono kiln are not an un- 
common quantity. The breakages amount 
to not moro than 1 per cent. Ono collector 
has a splendid collection of old clay pipes, 
tho oldest of them, from their trademarks, 
hailing from Brnseley and being dated aa 
long ago as tho year 1600.—Now York 
Sun.

••H was along in the latter pan of 1879 


that Thomas Dolg, Eric Johnson. William 
Mii«tt-r-i <«iid M. J). Staples, who had boen 
running au independent pilot service ac 
the month of the river with the schooner 
Rescue, were driven off the bar by tho 
Flavcl nionopolv. Having no further use 
for tho schooir*, Masters and Doig sailed 
south in her to do a little discovering on 
Couos inland and to eventually sell the 
vessel in some port on the lower coast. 
Staples dug up some old charts of the Pa- 
cific, which, though a triilo worn with 
nge, were supposed to be accurate, and in 
due season tho craft sailed out of Astoria, 
never to re«-;rn. Cocos island vras notice- 
able, on the map, but there was no name 
attached to it. In due season, the Rescue 
and hur fortune hunters reached the lati- 
tude and longitude where tho isle of 
riches showed up on the map. 
They al- 


most went blind straining their eyes to 
catch sight of the land, but their search 
w,-is unrewarded, and, like Noah's ark in 
tho song, they 'jes kep' n sailin, and n 
sailin.' Kvery timo they would get post 
thnt spot on tho map they would double 
bad; on their tracks again, but tho island 
would not appear. 


"There is no telling how long this state 


of affairs would havo lasted had it not been 
for tho discovery made by Doig one, morn- 
ing. -Masters had the old chart ppread out 
on the table and was figuring away for 
dear life when Doig camo down from the 
deck. 
He leaned over Masters' shoulder, 


drew his sheath knife and made a scratch 
on the paper. Cocos island disappeared, 
and Masters, as soon as he regained his 
composure, snid, 'Well, I'll bo durncd if it 
wasn't a fly speck.' 


"This discovery disgusted them so much 


that they bore away for Han Jose do Gua- 
temala, whore tho schooner was sold, and 
Doig became admiral in cho navy at that 
point, and it was only about a year later 
beforo this other outfit came along to Cocos 
and dug up a schooner load cf Spanish 
doubloons, showing plainly that if it had 
not bcon for that fly Doig and Masters 
would have fount! tho treasure, for if the 
fly hnd kept off the paper they would nev- 
er have sailed without n man showing the 
island, nnd, of course, if they hnd .found 
tho island before tho treasure wns taken it 
would havo boen theirs." — Portland Ore- 
goniun.

Washington, May 19.—Naval officials 


nr<? seriously considering, it is learned, 
tlic bringing forward of a. comprehensive 
j)lau for naval re.M-rves which will closely 
resemble the new reserve ^J•^>tt•nl of the 
British service. The details of the pro- 
posed plan have been carefully worked 
out. 
Although wo direc-t refeivnce is 


niade, it is thought that the recent re- 
luctance evinced ou the part of some ot 
the naval militia of the states to embark 
on practice cruises on naval vessels is the 
occasion for bringing forth a reserve sys- 
tem which will be entirely under the con- 
trol of the navy department. 


From what can be learned the pro- 


posed plan is to enroll on the reserve lists, 
subject to tall, volunteers drawn largely 
from the coast fisherman population. 
During the Spanish-American war volun- 
teers came forward in large numbers 
from the Gloucester-Sa'.em section, but 
all efforts to obtain enlistments from the 
same districts in peace times have proved 
unsuccessful. The Gloucester men -were 
valuable recruits, inasmuch as they were 
senmeu in all that the term implies. 
They lacked, 
however, 
the technical 


knowledge of the' man-of-war's man ia 
matters of drill and exercise. 


The Service Required. 


The proposed scheme is to pay a re- 


taining fee to all reservists and to require 
from four to five m«iths' service from 
those men on board reserve training ships 
each year. The remainder of the year 
they will be fr/e to engage in their reg- 
ular vocations. 
At least one month of 


the service with the navy will bo devoted 
exclusively to battery work in order to 
instruct as rapidly us possible in gun- 
nery.

HOW RACHEL WIPED OUT FAILURE 


WITH GLORIOUS SUCCESS. 


A CITY IN A VOLCANO. 


TU« Great Actrew In the Part of 


laflneBee of a Kind and Loyal Manager, 
A Friendly bat JTtut Critic and a Proud 
aad FaMloaat* father. 


At the early age of 17 Rachel's fame bad 


spread like wildfire throughout Paris. 
Jules Janin, the well known theatrical 
critic of th.e time, whose word made or 
marred, was unstinted in his praise of bar 
marvelous genius. Crowds flocked to the 
Coinedie Francaiae to witness, one after the 
other, the plays of Racine and Corneille, 
in all of which Rachel scored immense suc- 
cess. Finally the management announced 
"Bajazet," a tragedy by Racine, for the 
next performance. On the eventful night 
the people literally fought at the doors for 
admittance. But, to the great astonish- 
ment of all, act succeeded act, and the ac- 
tress failed to make the slightest impres- 
sion upon her audience. The play camo to 
an end in the midst of ominous silence. 


Rachel's failure was unaccountably a 


complete surprise ta her manager and 
equally a surprise to herself." 


There was but one thing to be done—to 


prevent if possible the publication of the 
failure. 
II. Vodel, the manager of the Theatre 


Francais, hastened at once to Jules .Tanin 
and besought him not to lay the entire 
blame upon Rachel, as he was responsible 
for having cast her in a role which was 
perhaps too difficult for so young an ac- 
tress. While they were still discussing the 
matter Rachel was announced. She seemed 
to be greatly agitated, but, without say- 
ing a word, simply stood before Janin with 
her head bowed, as a criminal before his 
judge. The great critic received her kind- 
ly; but, though he tried to reassure her 
somewhat, he admitted that in spite of bis 
interest in her it would' be impossible for 
him to render a faVorable account of the 
evening's performance. Poor Rachel wept 
like a child, but to no effect. 


After they had departed Vedel suddenly 


turned to Rachel and said: "Tomorrow I 
announce 'Bajazet' for the next perform- 
ance. We will show them yet what yon 
can do." Rachel eagerly assented and re- 
turned home. 


M. Vedel had scarcely reached the thea- 
ter, however, when M. Felix, Rachel's-fa- 
ther, was announced. He had learned 
frodk his daughter of the intended repro- 
dnction of "Bajazet" and boldly declared 
that the performance should not take place. 


"I tell you, she shall not play that role 


again." 


"And I tell you, sir, that the second rep- 


resentation of 'Bajazet' shall bearmounced 
for the" day after tomorrow, and I warn 
you that if on the day of the performance 
Mile. Rachel is not in her dressing room 
at 6 o'clock in the evening I will have the 
rnoncy refunded to the public, who shall 
be duly informed that your daughter's re- 
fusal to fulfill her contract is tiie cause of 
this scandalous proceeding; tnat the esti- 
mated receipts of this performance shall bo 
deducted from her salary and that she shall 
not again set foot on the French stage un- 
til she has consented to piny 'Bajazet' a 
second time." • 


"Yon can do as you please, but she shall 


not act." And so saying M. Felix took his 
departure. 


Vedel Immediately wrote to Rachel and 


entreated her nob to listen to her father and 
risk her entire future success upon a mere 
question of pride. At 1 o'clock in the 
morning he received the following note, 
written In pencil on a little scrap of paper: 


How can I disobey you? When we love peo 
pie, we do everything to please them. Your 
devoted 
EACHEL. 


Jules Janln's criticism of Rachel ..-was 


cruel in the extreme. "How could one' ex- 
pect," he said, "that frail, delicate child, 
with her labored breathing, to represent 
the "powerful lioness Roxane in Racine's 
tragedy of 'Bajazet?' 
Mile. Rachel no 


sooner appeared than the audience realized 
she would prove impotent in the role. 
It 


was not the expected Eosano that they be- 
held, but a poor young girl lost in n serag- 
lio." 


In spite of this adverse criticism, the re- 


hearsals for the second performance of 
"Bajazet" continued. 
Tho important 


night arrived. Vedel anxiously visited 
Rachel in her dressing room, where he 
found her already dressed and looking su- 
perb in her rich oriental draperies. 


"Well, my child, how do you feel?" he 


asked. 


"All right," she answered, smiling. "I 


bad a desperate fight at homo, but I con- 
quered, and I am here. I think it will go 
bettor tonight."

'Tou are not afraid, then?1 
"No." 
"You have read Junin's criticisms?" 
"5?os. He treated me nicely. He lias 


made mo furious. I am all the more sure 
of success tonight." 


The result of the second performance of 


"Bajazet" was a veritable triumph for 
Bnchel. She could not have had a more 
perfect revenge. 
Her preceding perform- 


ances, In which she had gained renown ns 
the great tragedienne of the day, all paled 
before this Inst, which surpassed every- 
thing that she had yet done. Again and 
tlgain she was called before tho curtain. 
The storm of applause that greeted her 
bordered on delirium. Bouquets fell about 
her In a perfect avalnncho. Such a scene 
had never beforo been witnessed in the 
Theatre Franca.is. 


Vedel, wild with delight, hastened to 


Rachel after the play was over. He found 
her dressing room, which had been empty 
after tho first performance, now crowded 
with people. It was with difficulty that 
the great actress -was ablo to reach him. 
When she caine near him, she threw her 
arms about his nock and whispered in his 
ear: "Thank you. I know all tho time 
that you wore rightl"—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

Ae Metnrecqne and Peculiar Iilaad of 


Saba, in the Wt*t Indie*. 


If you will take down your geographies 


and look on the map of the West Indies, 
you will notice between tho islands of 
Santa Cruz and St. Christopher two small 
islets whiuh, unless your map is an un- 
usually large and complete one, will hate 
BO names given. These two Ulacds belong 
to the Dutch, and the most northerly and 
westerly of them is called Saba. 


The Dutch are noted for their odd and 


quaint customs and for their perseverance, 
Holland being sometimes called the "land 
of pluck," but I doubt if anywhere In all 
their possessions have these curious people 
shown their queer and eccentric habits to 
greater advantage than in the little out of 
tbo way island of Suba. 


Tho island is small, its greatest diameter 


being not over 2Ja Wles, and it is nothing 
mere than an isolated mountain-top rising 
out of the sea. The sides are very steep 
und high, rising in places for a sheer 2,000 
feet. There Is no harbor, no baach, no 
safe anchorage and no large trees on the 
island. 
Although Saba has a population 


of over 2,500, yet you might sail all around 
it without seeing any signs of houses or 
settlements. If yon wished to land or "go 
alioard," as the Sabans say, you wo^ld have 
to do so on a shelving rock on the southern 
side of the island, and here you would Und 
a steep, winding flight of scone steps lead- 
ing up the rocky mountain side. 


Following these steps, which number 800 


and arc called "the ladder," you at hist 
reach the top of the mountain, and looking 
inland see a small, grassy plain covered 
with neat, white, red roofed houses, the 
whole surrounded on every side by tower- 
ing peaks and precipices covered with beau- 
tiful tree ferns, bamboos and wild plan- 
tains. This little town, the only one on 
the island, is kncwn as tlje Bottom, a 
curious name surely, but It is well earned 
nevertheless, for the plain on which it is 
built is nothing more than the bottom of 
the crater of an extinct volcano. 


Descending the slope into this queerest 


of queer towns, you find the streets simply 
narrow paths walled with stone, higher in 
places than your head, while every-inch of 
earth Is cultivated with true Dutch thrift 
and industry. Here and there small patches 
of sugar cane, yams and arrowroot are side 
by side with beans, corn and potatoes, with 
palm and banana trees rising over all. The 
population consists of jwhites and negroes, 
in nearly equal numbers, while the blua 
eyed and tfowheaded children play with 
black skinned and curly haired pickanin- 
nies, but all are Dutch in speech, manners 
and looks. The houses, shops, gardens— 
everything is Dutch.—A. H. Verrill in St. 
Nicholas. 


A DELUSION OF THE WHEEL. 


Disappointing 3Ien and Women Who Look 


Well When Seen From Behind. 


"I have found that the experience was 


the same with both the men and the wom- 
en," said a regular bicyclist, "and during 
two years of observation I havo never 
known the rule to fall. The slim, tailor 
made woman, who looks tidy and pretty 
from behind and is as a matter of fact 
neither young nor pretty when her full face 
is seen, is already an old themo for comic 
papers, and jokers, but it took the bicycle 
to put a new phase ou tne theme. Nine 
times out of ten the woman who sits erect, 
wears a well fitting suit and displays a 
particularly slim and graceful figure is 
certain to be—well, old, when you ride past 
her and look around to get a good view of 
her face.

Kentucky, says a Lifiimcton correspondent 
of tho Cincinnati Tribune, is that known 
as the Shaker mill, which is located on 
Shawnee run, a einnll stream in Mercer 
county, about sis miles northeast of Har- 
rodsburg and about two miles from tbo 
famous high bridge on the Cincinnati 
Southern railroad. Tho mill hits now 
fallen into decay. The dam was partially 
washed uway by a freshet in tho spring ol 
189(5, and the millstones which for so many 
yours ground their grist day nnd night arc 
stalled, perhaps forever. 


Tho mill was erected about the year 


1809 
by John Meacham and Benjamin 


youngs. Shaker missionaries from tho 
Mount Yemen society in New York. They 
had established a. Shaker community with- 
in u mile of tho millsidc, nnd ns It was 
thriving rapidly they soon found tho need 
of a mill. At first tho mill was rather a, 
small affair, but as the Shaker community 
increased in numbers =md wealth improve- 
ments were added until it wus finally ono 
of tho best mills iu Mercer county. Old 
fashioned burs wcro gradually replnctd 
by tho best French burs, and tho reputa- 
tion of tho flour mado by the Shakers 


a ready market fen- 


pound they produced, nnd many 


hundreds of barrels of flour ground in this 
old mill wero shipped on fiatboats down 
the Kentucky river to Louisville, Merri- 
pihs, Natchez, Baton Eougo and New Or- 
leans. 


From tho latter port Shaker flour was 


frequently shipped to Europe, and it is 
said that on one occasion tho Christmas 
cnko for Queen Victoria was baked from 
flour ground by this mill. The machinery 
was turned by two old fashioned overshot 
Wiitnr wheels. 


Tho Shakers were scrupulously honesl 


in their milling operations, and nothing 
but tho very choicest wheat was ground 
by this mill. It was on that account per- 
haps us much us in tho excellence of their 
mill nnd tho skill of their millers that 
they produced such u superior articlo ot 
flour. It was noted all o\cr central Ken- 
tucky for its excellent qualities In making 
tho delicious salt rising bread so familiar 
to nil strangers who havo partaken of Ken- 
tucky's country hospitality. 
In recent 


yours tho mill lias roudo but llttlo Hour, 
us the Shakers never put in tho Hungarian 
rollers, nnd all tho grinding down thoro 
bus been in making cornineul. Sinco tho 
dam washed iiwuy, however, even this 
work hns been abandoned.

Pretty Hard. 


The speaker of the bouse of commons 


receives no salary at all, but he has to 
work hard for all that. He begins his du- 
ties at & in tbe afternoon and usually con- 
tinues until 8 the next morning, for the 
house is fond of sitting until somewhere 
near sunriso. 


The speaker must have the present and 


the old rules of tbe house at bis fingers' 
ends, for everything in England is done by 
precedent. 
He has to preserve order and 


must decide every parliamentary question 
raised, no matter what its nature. He an- 
nounces divisions, pronounces punishment 
upon refraetory members, and, worst of 
all, ho must listen to all speeches, whether 
good or bad. 
* 


He always presides, save when the house 


is in committee, and then the deputy 
speaker or the chairman of the ways and 
means committee occupies' the chair. On 
such occasion the mace rests beneath the 
table. When the speaker is in tbe chair, it 
is in full view xipon the table. 


A "division" is about the most interest- 


ing thing that over happens to relievo the 
monotony of the house routine. The speak- 
er will put the question in this form: 


"The question is, that this bill do now j 


pass its second reading. The yeas have it." ! 


"The nays have it," cries an opposition 


member, nnd the division is ordered by 
the speaker, who announces: "Division. 
Strangers please withdraw." 


Tbe galleries nro cleared. A little two 


minute sand glass is turned down by the 
clerk; an electric bell ia rung throe times 
while tho sand is running out; attendants 
and policemen run through tho various 
parts of tbo house crying, "Division!" and 
the members come into the chamber. Tho 
speaker again announces a division and 
names two tellers to represent each side. 


Tbo yeas pass into one lobby and tho 


nays into another. Two clerks stand in 
each with a list of tbe members ready. As 
tbo member enters bis vote is checked off. 
Tho totals are then announced, and the 
division, lasting usually 20 minutes, is 
over. Tho speaker makes the announce- 
ment of the result, and the bouse resumes 
its quiet.—Exchange.

Effoctg of Alkalii on Sol], 


Tho means used by farmers to reduce 


tho inert mutter of tho soil to a condition 
of plant food are many, though farmers 
may not always be aware of tbe chemical 
action occurring in tho soil. 
When ma- 


nure is applied or greon crops plowed un- 
der, tbo furmoutution of tbo substances in- 
duces dialings of tho mineral mutter of 
tho soil, and farmers have long ago no- 
ticed that IImo caused un improvement of 
tht) soil, tho effects of which wero apparent 
for several seasons. Tho food valuo of 
lime is a smiill matter compared with its 
physical effect on tho soil, as it fuvors tbo 
growth of the nitric ferment and also 
brenksdown existinKComblnntions. When 
soil Js sour, it Is neutralized by alkalis— 
potash, llmo, soda, otc.—and the combina- 
tion of lima with other elements existing 
in the soil liberates potash and places it 
within tho reach of plants. Tho alkalis 
hasten tbo doe-ay of vegetable matter, and 
this decomposition iil«o causes chemical 
action by which the breaking down proc- 
esses aro continued, but linio muy be use- 
loss on soils that iiliuund in potash and 
phosphates, which nro rutidy for the nso of 
plunts.—Philadelphia Hcoord.

A Real Fortre««. 


The monastery of SoloTfttsk, in Arch- 


ungcl, Russia, is inclosed on every side bj 
a wall of granite bowlders, measuring 
nearly a mile in circumference, and it 
the best protected in the world.

monastery itself is very strongly fortified, 
being supported by rovind and square 
towers about 80 feet in height, with, wall? 
SO feet in thickness. 
The monastery co» 


sists in reality of SLS churches, which are 
completely filled with statues of all kiuus 
and precious stones. 


Upon the walls and the towers sur- 


rounding tticse churches are mounted 
huge guus, which in the time of the Cri 
mean war were directed against the Brit- 
ish White soa squadron. The monks who 
inhabited tho monastery at that time 
marched iu procession on the granite 
walls while tha shells were flying over 
their heads to prove how little they feared 
the attack of the British fleet. Ten 
thousand pilgrims come annually to 
Solovctsk from all parts of Russia to 
view the churches and the relics. They 
we conveyed in steamers commanded anc 
manned solely by xnewaks.

traordinary stories aro told of this emperor 
of Rome. His height was 8 feet 10 inches, 
ho could draw unaided a loaded wagon 
which sis oxen could not move, while his 
appetitowas so great that his usual rations 
for tho day consisted of 40 pounds'of nient 
and a whole amphora of wine, besides 
bread and driod and. fresh fruits. 


Mediaeval giants aro plentiful, 
but, 


strange to fay, tho records of thorn are 
not so authentic ns those of € tho times of 
the emperors. 
Funnian, a Scottish giant 


who flourished in 1827, seems to be ths 
most authentic of these, but as ho is put 
dovrn as being over 11 feot high the state- 
ment; should not be criticised too closely. 
Still more startling, however, is tho fol- 
lowing, which is vouched for by a monas- 
tery full of monks: In 1300 some work- 
men, digging near Rouen, cnuio across a 
cave in which were some human bones 
and a coppei* plate, bearing tho words, 
"Hero liu the remains of tho groat and 
mighty Chevalior Ricon do Vallemont." 
The skull was large enough to have held 
a bushel of whent and tbo shin bone was 
over 4 feet long. It (the boue) was pre- 
served by tho above mentioned monk?, and 
it was estimated that tho height of the do- 
funct knight must havo exceeded 18 feot. 
A stranger, though somewhat similar, 
legend comes from Ireland, but in this 
case tho discoverers thought that they 
would, to TIKO an expression popular 20 or 
30 years ago, go "tho whole hog or none." 
It happened in 1008. Some men were dig- 
ging in Ireland when they camo across a 
brick tomb which contained a human 
skeleton no loss than 1'JO feot long. 
But 


thero is a "raison d'etre1' for all these leg- 
ends.

these txjnes^ "fchtdh were supposed ^by-ljij- 
norant person's" to be those, of hutoan be- 
ings, were probably those of mastodons or 
some other fossilized remains, which to 
the uninitiated would look exactly like 
those of a man.—London Standard.

i moral strength destroyed. Again, drunk- 


enness and unnatural vices, especially tho 
former, arc practiced among tho higher 
classes to an extent of which I believe few 
foreigners have any idea, even after they 
have lived for years in tho country. 
To 


knowthisyou must enter intimately Turk- 
ish life, and that is exceedingly difficult 
lor a foreigner to do.
